1. IN STATEMENT RELEASED APRIL 11, DAY AFTER HIS DEPARTURE, 
FOREIGN MINISTER SIMBANANIYE CONEIRMED INFORMATION PARA 1 
REFTEL AND ADDED ADDITIONAL DETAILS CONCERNING HIS TRIP. 

FULL ITINERARY INCLUDES CAIRO, TRIPOLI, ALGIERS, AND 
LAGOS IN AFRICA AND BRUSSELS, PARIS, BERLIN, AND GENEVA 

IN EUROPE. IN CASES EGYPT, LIBYA, ALGERIA, NIGERIA AND 
EAST GERMANY, TRIP IS IN RESPONSE THESE HOST GOVERNMENTS' 
INVITATION " IN ORDER REINFORCE TIES OE FRIENDSHIP AND 
COOPERATION BETWEEN OUR COUNTRIES ". 

2. IN BRUSSELS, PARIS, AND GENEVA, SIMBANANIYE INTENDS 

TO REVIEW COOPERATION WITH COUNTRY CONCERNED, BUT ALSO TO 
INFORM IT " OBJECTIVELY AND AS COMPLETELY AS POSSIBLE ABOUT 
CERTAIN SITUATIONS WHICH HAVE EXISTED IN OUR COUNTRY. WE 
HAVE IMPRESSION THAT INCOMPLETE INFORMATION HAS ALLOWED 
CERTAIN PRESS AGENCIES TO MISREPRESENT REAL STATE OF AFFAIRS... 
CAUSE DEFENDED BY THE PRESIDENT OF THE REPUBLIC, THE 
GOVERNMENT, AND THE BURUNDI PEOPLE IS A JUST CAUSE, 

I. E„ TO SAFEGUARD BURUNDI' S INDEPENDENCE AND AIMS OF 
THE BURUNDI REVOLUTION." 

3. SIMBANANIYE EMPHASIZED IMPORTANCE OF INCREASING 
CONTACTS BETWEEN AFRICAN COUNTRIES AND SAID HE EXPECTED 
AREAS OF POSSIBLE COOPERATION TO OCCUPY FIRST PLACE IN 
DISCUSSIONS WITH HIS AFRICAN COUNTERPARTS, BUT THEY WOULD 
ALSO DISCUSS POLITICAL QUESTIONS SUCH AS DECOLONIALIZATION 
OF AFRICA AND RESPECT FOR THE INTEGRITY OF SOVEREIGN STATES. 

4. NOTING THAT MIDDLE EAST QUESTION SURE TO COME UP, 
SIMBANANIYE NOTED THAT PRESIDENT MICOMBERO HAS DECLARED 
BURUNDI' S POSITION IS TO CONDEMN AGGRESSION FROM WHEREVER 
IT COMES AND THAT IT SEES SECURITY COUNCILS 1967 
RESOLUTION AS PROPER BASIS FOR NEGOTIATIONS. OUR POLICY 

" IS NOT TO SUPPORT UNJUST CAUSES". HE ADDED THAT THERE 
WILL ALSO BE A DISCUSSION OF COOPERATION " AS IT EXISTS AND 
POSSILITIES FOR EXPANSION." 

5. IN BERLIN SIMBANANIYE EXPECTS TO DISCUSS DIPLOMATIC, 
TECHNICAL ( PRESUMABLY TECHNICAL ASSISTANCE ), AND CULTURAL 
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6. IN ADDITION TO QUESTIONS OF COOPERATION, MICOMBERO 
HAS INSTRUCTED SIMBANANIYE TO RAISE IN BRUSSELS, PARIS, 

AND GENEVA QUESTION OF BURUNDI STUDENTS IN EUROPE '' WHO 
ARE IGNORANT OF BURUNDI REALITIES." FONMIN POINTED OUT 
THESE STUDENTS GO TO EUROPE TO BE EDUCATED AND RETURN TO 
HELP IN THE DEVELOPMENT OF THEIR COUNTRY. HE CONTINUED, 

" FROM HUMANITARIAN POINT OF VIEW, IT IS A VERY GOOD THING 
FOR THESE STUDENTS TO COME HOME. IF THEY DONT, THEY WILL 
EMBARK UPON PROGRAMS OF GENOCIDE AND ASSASSINATION. 

NEITHER COUNTRY WHICH HAS SENT THEM NOR ONE WHICH HAS GIVEN 
THEM OPPORTUNITY TO STUDY WOULD BE PROUD OF THAT." 

7. COMMENT: IN OTHER WORDS SIMBANANIYE' S PURPOSE IS TO 
OBTAIN ASSISTANCE, NEUTRALIZE BAD PUBLICITY BURUNDI HAS 
RECEIVED IN VARIOI ISF.I EMENTS OF EUROPEAN PRESS 

( PRESUMABLY INCLUDING FALSE REPORTS OF NEW MASSACRES- 
BUJUMBURA 363) AND WIN OVER DISAFEECTED BURUNDI STUDENTS 
OR RENDER THEM LESS HARMFUL. HIS COMMENTS ON MIDDLE EAST 
SEEM WARNING THAT ARAB COUNTRIES, ESPECIALLY LIBYA AND 
PERHAPS ALGERIA, WILL HAVE TO PAY IF THEY WANT UNAMBIGUOUS 
BURUNDI SUPPORT ON ISRAELI QUESTION. TRIP TO LAGOS WE 
GATHER IS AT GRB INITIATIVE, NOT LAGOS' AS INDICATED 
IN RELEASE, AND WOULD SEEM TO REPRESENT ATTEMPT TO 
REEURBISH ITS AFRICAN CREDENTIALS.
